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THE LAYMAN. 

Congressman Powers’ on the Duty of the Layman 
to the Church. 

His Recent Speech Belore the South Hiddlesex Unitarian Conference. 
At Charming Church. 


The afternoon session of the South 
Middlesex Unitarian Conference at 
Charming 1 church was devoted to 
a discussion of “Unitarian Aims 
and Methods. M The first speaker 

was Hon. Samuel L.Povrers.in intro 
ducitig whom the president of the 
Conference, Mr. George H. Ellis of 
West Newton, said: “The first 
speaker will be one who clearly be- 
lies the old adage that ‘the proph- 
het is not without honor, except in 
his own country,” Hon. Samuel L- 
.Powers of Newton.” 

ADDRESS OF MR. POWERS. 

I desire at the very outset to make 
a confession, and it is that this is 
the first call that I have ever had to 
preach; and I wish to further say 
that the assignment which is given 
rae today is not of my own seek- 
ing. Dr. Talmadge used to tell the 
story of the old Scotch preacher 
who one day boastingly said to a 
fellow preacher that on the preced- 
ing Sunday he had preached two 
hours and twenty minutes to his con- 
gregation. His fellow preacher said 
to him, “You must have been terri- 
bly tired.” “Oh, no,” he said, 
“but you ought to have seen the con- 
gregation!” (Laughter.) Now while 
I imagine that in what I have to say 
this afternoon I may have a tendency 
to weary vou, nevertheless I am 
inclined to think that the discussion 
of a Theological subject is quite as 
likely to weary me. 

Every week throughout the year the 
layman hears from the church through 
the preacher, and it may be proper 
hat once in the year at least the 
church should hear from the layman. 
Last night we listened to a most able 
and eloquent discourse from Mr. 
Savage upon the duty of the layman, 
and I do not take exception to any- 
thing that he said. But upon the 
other hand, it must be remembered 
that the layman is doing someting 
for the church, and this afternoon I 
am going to speak of the relation- 
ship of the layman to the church. 

You must bear in mind that there 
is no legal obligation upon the lay- 
man to support the church. What- 
ever obligation there may be, it is a 
moral obligation. You must also 
bear in mind that the state does not 
support the church. And yet through- 
out the length and breadth of this 
land you find churches being erected, 
being maintained, and it is all be- 
ing done by the laymen voluntarily. 

Now why is it that the great body 
of the people that we call laymen, 
support the church? We do it because 
there is in our natures a religious 
element which is indispensable to the 
life of mankind. If the nation were 
to enact a law that there should be no 
churches erected and maintained 
through the country, that there should 
be no religious worship, neverthe- 
less this religious sentiment would 
continue to exist, and it would exist 
because it is a part of our nature. 
One of my facetious friends, com- 
menting the other day upon the fact 
that I had been selected to speak on 
the subject of the relationship of the 
layman to the church, said that he 
understood that I was selected be- 
cause my attendance at the church 
had been so infrequent that there 
was a belief upon the part of the 
committee that I would not be un- 
duly biased in favor of the church. 
[Laughter.] 

It is true that those of us who at- 
tend church, do what Mr. Savage 
said that we frequently do,— find 
fault with the preacher; and very 
likely we are not always justified in 
so doing. But the layman finds fault 
with the preaching not because he is 
opposed to preaching, but because it 
is one of the luxuries of the average 
American to find fault. I remember 
once hearing the story of the minister 
who asked his fellow minister, “Do 
you ever stop at the door as your 
congregation is going out, and hear 
the comments ot your people upon 
your sermon?” “Yes,” he said, “I 
did once, but I promise 3 ’ou that I 
will never do so again.” [Laughter.] 

However much fault we may find 
with the sermons, nevertheless they 
are all of value to the layman. Very 
likely you remember the story which 
was told of the late Mr. George M. 
Stearns of Chicopee, a most excellent 
and very distinguished citizen of 
Massachusetts, and very much in- 
terested in the church in his own 
town. On a certain occasion there 
was an exchange of pastors, and the 
clergyman who came to the church 
in Chicopee to preach in the place 
of the one who usually occupied the 
pulpit, preached upon the growing 
tendency of the evil of horse racing. 
It so happened that Mr. Stearns was 
very much interested in owning and 
driving fast horses, and very unfortu- 
nately the pastor was not aware of 
this fact. Mr. Stearns was in his 
pew, as he almost always was, and 
when the sermon was over one of the 
deacons rushed up to the minister 
and said to him, “I am very much 
afraid that you have mortally offend- 
ed one of the most distinguished 
parishioners that we have in this 
chut ch.” The preacher said, “What 
do you mean?” And he told him 
the situation. “Why.” said he, 
“present me to Mr. Stearns at once. 
I am very sorry.” And so the deacon 
brought Mr. Stearns back and in- 
troduced him to the miuister. who 
said, “Mr. Stearns, I am afraid I 
have offended you. I certainly did 
not intend to do so. I understand 
perfectly well that you own good 
horses; that you sometimes drive 
them, but my remarks were not in- 
tended to refer to men like you, they 
were intended to refer to the pro- 
fessional horse racer.” But Mr. 


Stearns, with a wonderful magnanim- 
ity that characterized him through- 
out life, placed his hand upon the 
minister's shoulder and said, “Parson, 
you slop right there. Don’t you sav 
another word. It is all right. I 
want to say to you that it is a 
mighty poor sermon that does not 
hit me somewhere.” [Laughter. ] And 
so it is with the ordinary layman — it 
is a poor sermon that does not hit 
us somewhere. 

I understand I am called upon to- 
day to say something concerning the 
Unitarian belief, and the relation 
which that belief holds to the great 
commercial and social world, I re- 
gret to say that I have never studied 
the belief of my church carefully. I 
have accepted it on faith. I have 
assumed from the first that it was 
the best possible religious belief, and 
that it could be accepted and followed 
with safety. 

If I understand correctly, we have 
no creed, in the sense in which that 
term is used, in our church. Our 
church rests, so far as its faith is 
concerned, upon cerain great funda- 
mental truths. It is founded upon 
the truths as preached by Christ and 
his apostles. The Golden Rule is 
the foundation creed of this church. 
The Ten Commandments, and the 
Sermon on the Mount are the founda- 
tion of the Unitarian church. I as- 
sume that if every creed and every 
ritual adopted by all other chuches 
were to be discarded, that Christian 
men and women would be in practi- 
cal accord concerning those great 
truths upon which our church is 
founded. You will find that all the 
law enacted by the Anglo Saxon race 
is founded upon the preaching of 
Christ and his apostles. The great 
code of morals which controls the 
business world is the outgrowth of 
the preaching of Christ. Some one 
has said that many years ago a man 
took care lest his neighbor cheat 
him; that today he takes care lest 
he cheat his neighbor. And that is 
the principle upon which all honest 
business transactions are conducted. 

It has been said, and I think truth- 
fully, that we live in what is called 
a materialistic age. By that it is 
meant that men ace striving to create 
and accumulate wealth. Someone 
has ventured the prediction that the 
American people will become more 
and more materialistic as time goes 
on, and that ultimately they will 
discard the church and religious wor- 
ship. To my mind there is no founda- 
tion for such a prediction. Under- 
neath the materialistic sentiment is 
the moral element in our nature, 
which is bound to show Itself soon- 
er or later. I believe the tendency 
of the time is toward a higher and 
more enlightened moral nature. The 
conscience of the individual is being 
developed and the conscience of the 
nation is being recognized. You 
will find that the whole tendency of 
the time is in favor of the advance- 
ment of good will and peace among 
the nations, and the enforcement of 
the Golden Rule among individuals. 
There is also a constant broadening 
of Christian liberty. The teacher 
asked the little girl in school one day, 
why the Puritans came to this coun- 
try, and her reply was that they came 
to this country in order to worship 
God in their own way and compel 
everybody else to do the same. 
(Laughter). That was true two hun- 
dred and fifty years ago, but it i9 
not true today. No one finds any 
fault at the present time as to the 
manner of worship by other persons 
or other churches. We no longer 
quarrel concerning articles of faith 
adopted by different churches- 

Our church has adopted this as its 
creed: — “In the love of truth and 
the spirit of Jesus Christ we unite 
for the worship of God and the ser- 
vice of man.” Can you imagine 
any creed in any church that is 
broader than this? Can you imagine 
a creed of greater practical utility 
than this? “Love of truth, the spirit 
of^Jesus Christ!” These are the in- 
fluences that move the world today. 
These are the influences that are not 
only uniting all people, but are 
gradually working out the brother- 
hood of nations. It is true that we 
still maintain an army and a navy, 
and that there is a strong sentiment 
in favor of the increase of our 
navy from year to year, but this is 
done not for the purpose of prepar- 
ing for war, but in order to avoid 
war. It is believed that a large navy 
is the conservator of peace. The 
national conscience is the outgrowth 
of the conscience of the individuals 
composing the nation. 

We believe in Unitarianiam be- 
cause it is a simple faith, and one 
that is recognized by all intelligent 
men. I have sometimes thought that 
if Christ had never appeared upon 
the earth— if He and his apostles 
had never preachea the great truths 
which they did, that nevertheless 
the human race would sooner or 
later have accepted the same code of 
morals which have been accepted 
more or less under the influence of 
the preaching of Christ and his 
apostles, and this would have been 
true fom the very fact that the moral 
element in our nature — inseparable 
from human existence, would have 
| sooner or later forced the acceptance 
of these great moral truths. In the 
civilized state it is not possible to 
make men believe that it is better 
to be dishonest rather than honest, 
to be untruthful rather than truth- 
ful; nor can you make man believe 
that he is not under certain moral 
obligations toward his fellow men, 
and under great moral obligations to 
an overuHng Providence. Our faith 
is a faith that is adapted to the 
wants of the world. We have adopted 
no attractive rituals; we have no 
articles of faith involving complex 
theological questions, but we have 
adopted the preachings of Christ, 
which is the great moral code of the 
world, and which ultimately must be 
accepted by all iiieu and all nations. 
I We have not adoped attractive rituals; 
we have not gone out iiitp the high- 


ways and byways proselyting in the 
interest of our church. We have al- 
lowed to every man the greatest pos- 
sible liberty as to the manner of 
worship, and also as to the principles 
of his faith, Wc believe In the ulti- 
mate success of our church, because 
we believe that the principles upon 
which the church is founded arc 
those that ultimately must be accept- 
ed by all mankind. 

Now I am not otic who believes 
in the total depravity doctrine. I 
believe that all men and wumen are 
naturally good, and that they arc 
not naturally bad. I believe it is 
natural for men to be honest and to 
love their fellow beings; that it is 
natural for men to support the 
church, ami to do good. I never yet 
have seen a man who achieved much 
success in life, and maintained his 
reputation among his fellow men as 
honest and upright, who was not a 
good man. I know it is sometimes 
claimed that our religion is one of 
culture, a religion of the intellect, 
and to a certain extent that may be 
true. It is certainly a religion 
founded upon Christian enlighten- 
ment, because we seek to accept the 
great truths of religion so far as 
possible free from all questions of 
doubt which in the past have so 
frequently arisen in theological 
discussions, concerning the great 
and unknown hereafter. If I am cor- 
rectly informed the Unitarian be- 
lieves that if he lives up to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience; if he 
does what he believes is right and 
true as between man and man; if he 
ennobles and develops his spiritual 
nature; if he follows the teachings 
of Christ, he is living in conformity 
with the teachings of his faith. 

I suppose the question arises^to- 
day as to what we, the laymen of the 
churches, ought to do for the support 
and advancement of our religion. 
There is no qnestion but that the duty 
of maintaining the church is upon 
the layman. As Mr. Savage so well 
said last evening, we are a part of 
the church, the preacher is but the 
leader. We are the rank and file of 
the army, and he is the commanding 
officer. We must co-operate with the 
preacher in the great work of the 
church. I think that one of the strong 
arguments in favor of the layman 
doing his duty is based entirely upon 
selfish reasons. No man ever yet 
did his duty that he was not the 
happier for it. If I may be allowed to 
make a reference to this church, with 
which I am the more familiar, I have 
seen within the last two years, a 
large number of the bright, enter- 
prising business men of Newton 
taking an active interest in the 
affairs of this church. This interest 
has shown itself in the increased at- 
tendance, in the increased contribu- 
tions to the church, in the building 
up of the Unitarian Club, which today 
is a most successful organization, 
with nearly two hundred members. 
I think I can say that no one can look 
into the face of a single one of these 
men in our church without the feel- 
ing that they have made themselves 
the happier and the better because of 
the personal interest they have taken 
in the affairs of the church. In other 
words, their interest in the church 
has developed their moral nature, 
and has promoted the one great ob- 
ject of life, which is human happi- 
ness. 

It has been well said that whatever 
we have whether it be in mental acqui- 
sition or the acquisiton of property, we 
hold it all in trust for the benefit of 
the human race. If we believe that our 
church is more likely to be of service 
to the human race than any other 
church, then it is our duty to support 
and advance it. I am aware that it 
is a small church, but there is every 
reason to believe that it will rapidly 
develop in the years to come, because 
it advocates a religion that is practi- 
cable in every essential. I remember 
of once reading the story of the 
man who came to Mr. Beecher, when 
he was engaged in writing the Life 
of Jesus Christ, and said to him, 
“Mr. Beecher, when will the life of 
Christ be finished?” Mr. Beecher, 
always prepared to preach a sermon, 
turned and looked at him, and said, 
“The life of Jesus Christ will never 
be finished; it will last as long as 
the life of man.” Meaning that 
Christ in his teachings would always 
remain in force as long as humanity 
existed. 

I feel that we have every reason to 
congratulate ourselves upon this 
successful conference of our church- 
es. There is every reason to suppose 
that the Unitarian church will grow 
in numbers and influence iu the 
years to come. There is every reason 
to believe that the human race will 
advance year by year to a higher 
moral plane in every civilized coun- 
try. Someone has said that the last 
century — the century just closed— 
could property be called the “com- 
mercial century,” or the golden cen- 
tury, one in which men accumulated 
a large amount of wealth, but that 
the new century upon which we are 
now entering would be called the 
“century of humanities,” that men 
would give more of their means for 
the support of the church, for the 
endowment of school and college; for 
the building of hospitals and libra- 
ries; that all men would feel it 
their duty to do more for the uplift 
ing of the human race. Our church 
will take an important part in this 
century of humanities. It will do 
its full share in the years to come 
for the advancement of morality and 
for the progress and uplifting of the 
human race.

The Newton Choral Association 

In the year nine of our era, as nar- 
rated by the historian Tacitus, a 
valiant band of Germans, under the 
leadership of Hermann, ambushed 
and overpowered the Roman legions. 
It was perhaps no less a valiant 
deed, last week Wednesday evening, 
for a small body of singer^, though 
under the guidance of so competent a 
leader as Mr. Everett Truette, to in- 
duce a large number of the music 
lovers of Newton to assemble in one 
place and confront them with a musi- 
cal interpretation of that same event 
xs narrated by Bruch the Sonorous in 
‘his “Arminius.” The “noble Ro- 
mans,’ who were thus entrapped 
showed by frequent putting together 
of the hands, even violently at times, 
that they realized the strength of 
the opposing force and that they 
might wisely surrender themselves 
to it and the enjoyment of the work. 

The chorus in the first part of this 
heroic and exacting composition 
seemed to lack freedom and balance. 
Two reasons for this are obvious — 
the want of tenors and altos and in 
some parts of basses to support and 
balance the very excellent and full 
soprano tone — the work itself with 
it3 involved and fugal choruses. To 
give such a number as “Oh, gracious- 
ly hear us call,’ with its complexity 
of rhythm, theme and counter theme, 
effectively implies strong parts and 
many rehearsals. The latter chorus- 
es (vere much more effective, some- 
thing of the fervor of battle and 
victory animating the singers. 

Able assistance was given by the 
soloists, Stephen Townsend, who 
took the part of Arminius; Clarence 
B. Shirley, that of Seigmund, and 
Miss Adah C. Hussey’, that of the 
Priestess. 

Both of the gentlemen gave their 
lines dramatically and showed such 
musical conception of the work as to 
condone the faults so frequent, poor 
quality of tone and the vibrato. Per 
contra, Miss Hussey showed how 
emotion could be conveyed and yet 
the voice be true and steady. 

Miss Henry furnished invaluable 
aid at the piano. Her work is al- 
ways artistic. This concert empha- 
sizes again the fact that the Newton 
Choral Association not onl\ deserves 
but has achieved the cordial regard 
and support of our citizens.

A Long and Wearisome Discussion Over a Techni- 
cality in Street Railway Alteration. 

Many Communications from Mayor, Including Announcement of 
Gift of Memorial Fountain. 


At the regular meeting of the al- 
dermen last Monday night, President 
Weed was in the chair, and Aider- 
men Baker, Barber, Bowen, Brown, 
Carter, Chesley, H. B. Day, Ellis, 
Hubbard, Hunt, Johnson, Lothrop, 
Mel leu, Norris, Saltonstall, Sweeney 
and Webster were present. 

HEARINGS. 

No one appeared at the hearings 
upon the taking of land for sewers in 
private land to Mechanic street and 
in Grant street. 

At the hearing on taking land in 
Cold Spring swamp for sewer pur- 
poses, Mr. C. F. Weed appeared and 
protested for the Dwight property. 

At the hearing on construction of 
a concrete sidewalk on Oxford road 
under the betterment act, Mr. Frank 
H. Stuart appeared in favor of the 
order in behalf of the abuttors ou 
the street. Mr. Walter C. Cogswell 
representing Mr. Henshaw opposed 
the project but later withdrew his 
opposition.

♦ BOYLSTON STREET RELOCA- 
TION. 

In accordance with a notice filed 
with the City Cler“Alderman Web- 
ster moved reconsideration of the 
adoption of the resolve relative to the 
alteration of the tracks of the Com- 
monwealth Avenue Street Railway 
Co. in Boylston street. 

Alderman Webster said he had liled 
Tiis notice in order to have time to 
investigate the matter and now be- 
lieved that this resolve would cast a 
cloud on the right to free transfers, 
and would raise a question as to the 
position of the aldermen in the mat- 
ter. He believed in preserving all 
the rights of the public to free trans- 
fers. In 1899 it wus distinctly un- 
derstood that free transfers were to 


be given by the N. & B. and Com- 
monwealth avenue companies, al- 
though the tracks did not actually 
connect. This was evaded by a tech- 
nicality and now that there is a con- 
necting road the people should not be 
deprived of their rights. He also 
understood that this resolve had been 
submitted to the street railway officials 
but not to the City Solicitor. He also 
believed that the street railway com- 
pany should present its own case to 
the Railroad Commissioners, and not 
the City Solicitor. 

Alderman H. B. Day said the re- 
solve was drawn to dispel a cloud 
which existed as to the action of the 
ajdermen on Sept. IS, 1902 when the 
tracks were relocated. The phrase- 
ology is very concise and will settle 
the question whether the board of 
1902 had reimposed the former con- 
ditions at that time. 

In answer to a question the Presi- 
dent stated that the present law does 
not state who shall apply to the Rail- 
road Commissioners for approval of 
such locations. 

The adoption of the resolve was 
then reconsiderd by a vote of 11 to 7. 

Alderman Webster then moved to 
amend by striking out the preamble 
and resolve, simply retaining the 
order for the City Solicitor to apply 
for approval of the alteration of 
tracks. 

President Weed then took the floor, 
Vice President Saltonstall in the 
chair, and said he had drawn the 
resolve and order with a definite 
purpose of clearing up the whole mat- 
ter. He then described the history 
of the case, stating that the Company 
had altered its tracks at the request 
of the aldermen of 1902, and that as 
the Commissioners had refused to 
approve the order dated Sept. 8, 1902. 
and the Company were afraid that 
the order of Sept. 15, would reimpose 
the old agreements by which the 
new Boston & Worcester line might 
be affected. 

City Solicitor Slocum was called 
and stated that the Sept. 15 order 
might be capable of a double con- 
struction. 

Alderman Day said the order as 
amended would not change the pres- 
ent situation one whit. It is clear 
that there is a question as to the 
meaning of the Sept. 15 order and 
the resolutions will settle the matter. 

Alderman Ellis said he failed to 
understand the objection of Aider- 
man Webster. 

Alderman Day then moved to 
strike out the preamble, retaining 
the resolve and order, and to substi- 
tute the mayor for the city solicitor 
in the order. The amendment was 
adopted and that of Alderman Web- 
ster’s was defeated (15 to 3). 

Alderman Webster then said that 
it was a serious question to the 
people of Upper Fails whether they 
could have free transfers or not, and 
the utmost care should be taken. He 
referred to the present situation at 
Lower Falls as illustrating the arbi- 
trary action of the street railway 
companies. 

An amendment bv Alderman Day 
to perfect the order by inserting the 
title, was adopted, another amend- 
ment of Alderman Webster to sub- 
stitute the dates of Sept. 15 Jfor that 
of Sept. 8, was defeated and the re- 
solve as amended was adopted. 

An order for §500 for plans for the 
new school, Wade district, was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

A recess was then taken for a com- 
mittee meeting and upon reassem- 
bling reports of the Finance Com- 
mittee recommending tl]e recom- 
mitment to the Public Works Commit- 
tee of the order for plans for the new 
Wade school, and for a select com- 
mittee on the gift of a fountain by 
Miss Porter were accepted. The re- 
port of the same committee recom- 
mending S100 tor said memorial foun- 
tain was received and the order 
therefor adopted. 

These orders were adopted: 

Granting N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co. 
pole locations on Boylston street and 
attachments on Newtonville aveuue 
and Auburn street, granting N. & 
W. Gas Light Co. pole locations on 
Old Orchard road; taking land for 
sewer in Grant street and in private 
land to Mechanic street; laying out 
concrete sidewalk under betterment 
act on Oxford road, authorizing sewer 
construction in Grant street. Mechan- 
ic street and in private land to Me- 
chanic street, and relative to inter- 
ments in the Soldiers’ lot, Newton 
cemetery. 

On motion of Alderman Hubbard 
the adoption of the report of the Fran- 
chise Committee relative to 6th Class 
Liquor licenses was reconsidered, 
and an amendment instructing the 
police report to be made to the 
mayor, and copies furnished the 
License Commi ttee was adopted. 

In speaking of the matter, Aider- 
man Hubbard said that the druggists 
felt indebted to the committee for 
their courteous treatment, and while 
the number of sales seems large, 
part of the respunsibility rests on 
the aldermen. The druggists would 
like the moral support of the board 
in refusing sales of liquor in doubt- 
ful cases. 

Aldermen H. B. Day, Hunt, Ellis 
were appointed on the select commit- 
tee on the memorial fountain. 

And at 1U.40 p. m. the board ad- 
journed.

UNDER THE 

GILDED DOME. 


The General Court closes the fourth 
month of its proceedings with an ar- 
dent hope, almost an expectation, 
that the first week in June will bring 
prorogation. Conservative estimates, 
however, will be likely to set the 
date a couple of weeks, at least, 
along. There is no doul t that the 
calendars are in excellent shape con- 
sidering the needless delays which 
have been forced by the dilatory at- 
tacks on the Boston police registra- 
tion bill. 

Alas and alas! That men of pre- 
sumed judgment and sense could so 
have forgotten themselves as to bring 
«.bout the conditions which have sur- 
rounded the enactment of this meas- 
ure. Yesterday the Senate was 
compelled to take action on the report 
of special coramittce-'Senators Apsey 
of Cambridge, Appleton of Peabody 
and Maclnnis of Berkshire county — 
recommending the suspension of 
Senators Harrington and Sullivan of 
Boston for their unprecedented effron- 
tery in taking the police registration 
bill from the hands of the Clerk of 
the Senate last week in their capaci- 
ty as a majority of the committee on 
bills in the third reading, and the 
defying the Senate to get hold of the 
measure if could. Nine hundred cop- 
ies are made of every bill which is 
favorably reported by a committee 
of the General Court. These fool- 
hardy senators should have known, 
therefore, that the chances were 
nine hundred to one against their 
effort to hold up the bill by any such 
tactics. The President of the Senate 
and his associates did not emphasize 
this point, however, until the two 
senators had been declared in con- 
tempt for their act. Then another 
copy of the bill was substituted for 
another report and given its read- 
ings in short order. This precipitated 
another riot in the House, in which 
Representative Dana performed effec- 
tive service, both by speaking on the 
floor in favor of concurrence with the 
Senate, and incidentally delivering 
some extremely sarcastic comments 
on the whole affair, 'and by his per- 
sonal influence with his fellow re- 
publicans which helped to keep them 
in a solid mass and prevent the break- 
ing of a quorum. The sentence of 
the special committee on the recalci- 
trant senators was that they should 
be deprived of their places on the 
commiittee on bills in third reading; 
deprived of their privileges as sena- 
tors for one week; and further that 
their disabilities should continue 
until such a time as they offered 
written apologies in open session 
acceptable to the President of the 
body. It is a matter of satisfaction 
that in the two hundred and sixty 
odd years of the history of the second 
oldest parliamentary body in the 
world such an instance as this never 
before occurred, while one is led to 
cherish the hope that the drastic ac- 
tion which has followed will prevent 
a recurrence of such incidents for two 
hundred and fifty years more. There 
is a chance for a sociological study 
of the elements which combine to 
produce these conditions, but it 
might not interest Graphic readers. 

Representative Dana has proved 
his capacity for through work as a 
legislator by preparing minority re- 
ports on the question of the initiative 
and referendum, these reports being 
so carefully drawn and so exhaustive 
in their character that no member 
has any right to claim lack of oppor- 
tunity for acquaintance with the 
merits of the issue. He shows that 
all the safeguards surrounding «a 
change in the constitution are swept 
away if 50,000 voters are permitted 
to initiate and to pass upon amend- 
ments or legislation as is proposed. 
The Boston papers have printed 
Representative Dana's indictment of 
these measures and the fatal objec- I 
tions to them which he outlines with { 
such force, and it is unnecessary to re- j 
peat them here. Mann.

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Washington Letter. 


Washington, April 27, 1903. 

The wholesale Investigation into 
affairs at the post office department 
still continues and in the opinion of 
the Postmaster General will occupy 
another two months before they are 
completed. Since General Payne re- 
turned to Washington there has been 
a considerable decrease in the news 
obtainable by the newspapers and 
when your correspondent aBked the 
Postmaster General if he could not 
arrange to give out a few news items 
dally, Mr. Payne replied laconically, 
“Would you have me bell the cat?” 
Mr. Payne is most courteous to the 
newspaper men and receives them 
daily at 4 p. m. He appears to have 
become accustomed to the cross ques- 
tioning to which the twenty or thirty 
correspondents submit him and seems 
to enjoy what he calls his “press rc~ 
ceptions.” It is evident that, re- 
gardless of irregularities and such 
rascality as may have been practiced 
in the past, there will be a general 
reorganization of the system. The 
Postmaster General is authority for 
the statement that when this is com- 
pleted it will be impossible for one 
official to make allowance and then 
pass upon the expenditures therefor 
and sign the vouchers. As no gen- 
eral reorganization has taken place ; 
since Mr. wanamaker was Postmaster I 
General and the gross receipts in 
the interval have increased from 
$56,000, 000, to 5140, 000, 000 annually, the 
necessity for an overhauling is but 
natural.

been denied and it i3 now believed 
his western trip is in connection with 
the Beef Trust. Meanwhile, the 
capitalists of the east are crying out 
against the Sherman anti-trust law, 
which they formerly regarded with 
scorn, and their newspaper organs 
are loudly demanding its repeal or 
at least its amendment so that its 1 
provisions shall not apply to rail- 
roads. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission will meet in New York 
on Tuesday to investigate the allega- 
tions that a coal trust exists and that 
the railroads are violating the anti- 
trust law in their operation of the 
coal mines. It is believed here that 
the Attorney General is responsible 
for the present energy of the Com- 
mission and that their investigations 
may be followed by legal proceed- 
ings against the “Coal roads.” 

Of the North Atlantic fleet of seven 
battleships, which, at the conclusion 
of the winter manoeuvres, was pro- 
nounced the most efficient squadron 
that ever sailed under the tlag of the 
United States, two are badly dis- 
abled as a result of target practice 
and this result is the occasion of the 
gravest anxietv on the part of naval 
officials. The gun which exploded on 
the Iowa had been fired but 127 times 
and yet, it would appear from the 
reports thus far received that it was 
worn out. If the life of the great 
guns is to be as short as that it 
means a fearful expense in their 
maintenance and it means too that 
many of the guns now in use are un- 
safe and a menace to the men be- 
hind them. If all the gnus which 
have been fired that number of times 
must be replaced it will present a 
moat difficult problem as the capaci- 
ty of the government gun factories 
is now overtaxed, all are working 
three shifts of men and even at that, 
it is feared that the armament for 
the vessels now under construction 
cannot be completed in time. The 
wrenching of the Maine by the ex- 
plosion of her big guns also raises 
serious apprehensions and it is prob- 
able a thorough investigation and 
overhauling will be ordered when 
the President returns to Washington.

Speculative sentiment is gradually 
changing for the better. The pro- 
fessional element no longer dares to 
sell stocks with impunity, as there is 
every indication that strong inter- 
ests have taken the good securities 
at lower prices and are prepared to 
take them on a scale down. The pub- 
lic is not a factor in the market, but 
as the situation improves we think 
outside buying will begin, and a 
higher range of prices will be seen. 

Just at present the market is al- 
most entirely professional and little 
change either way can be looked for 
but this professional element is most- 
ly short of stocks, and the short in- 
terest is proof against any radical 
decline. We believe that an advanc- 
ing movement will take place before 
the summer is over, and recommend 
the purchase of the dividend paying 
securities on all declines.

Every straw blown by the winds of 
finance indicates that the present 
dullness should be followed by a vig- 
orous spurt in prices before mid- 
summer gets the final chance to wilt 
market activity. The market has so 
long been in a state of indifference, 
if not positive bearishness, that it is 
hard to work out of the old rut, yet 
this is slowly being accomplished - 

It is noted that the professional 
element, while bearish still, has no 
longer the courage of its convictions; 
while the number of converts to the 
bull standard daily increases. The 
reasons for this change of faith are 
both many and cogent. 

In the first place, the speculative 
situation is the reverse of that which 
existed six or eight months ago. 
Then, prices were 20 to 30 points 
higher and the almost all-powerful 
banking and other large eastern in- 
terests were sellers at this invest- 
ment price level to the too impetuous 
westerners; now stocks are again at 
present bargain quotations in the 
strong hands of the eastern market- 
makers, while the disgruntled western 
ers are more or less short. The situa- 
tion alone, apart from general in- 
fluences, is a warrant for higher 
prices. — Corey, Milliken & Co.

School Committee Hold a 
Special Meeting. 

AND ELECT FREDERICK W. ATKINSON 
SUPT. OF SCHOOLS. 

At a special meeting of the New- 
ton school board, held in Boston 
Tuesday, Mr. Fred W. Atkinson was 
unanimously elected superintendent 
of Newton schools for the year be- 
ginning Sept. 1. Mr. Atkinson has 
had a broad training and a large ex- 
perience as an educator. After study- 
ing in the High school in Reading, 
he for four years attended the state 
normal school at Bridgewater, and 
for some time was principal of the 
High school at Upton. He entered 
Harvard College in 1887, and in 1890 
received the degree of A. B. During 
his college course he was principal of 
the evening schools in Waltham. 

He then studied for three years 
in Germany and France, giving 
much attention to the methods in the 
lower schools and kindergartens in

those countries and in Switzerland. 
He received the degree of Ph. D. 
from Leipsic in 1893. Soon after 
his return from abroad he was ap- 
pointed principal of the High school 
in Springfield, where he remained 
for six years, until he was appointed 
by the United States government as 
superintendent of schools in the 
Philippines, and held that position 
for three years. Having resigned, 
he returned to this country about a 
fortnight ago. 

Chairman Robert S. Gorham “of 
the board, in an official statement, 
said; “Mr. Atkinson is highly rec- 
ommended by President Eliot of 
Harvard and by other prominent edu- 
cators, and the school committee 
feels that the city of Newton is to be 
congratulated on securing his service. 
The superintendent is usually elected 
at the June meeting of the board, 
but as Mr. Atkinson had other open- 
ings under consideration the board 
deemed it wise to take immediate 
action.” He is to give a course of 
lectures on the Philippines at the 
summer session of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 


miss Hannah James. 

Miss Hannah James, who died at 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., on 'Monday, April 
9 , was born at South Scituate, Sept. 
20, 1835. She was the daughter of Mr. 
W. James. a prominent man of affairs 
in that town, who represented it for 
a time in the Legislature. She was 
also a direct descendant of John Al- 
den. Miss James received a common 
school education, and afterward stud- 
ied with the Rev. Caleb Stetson. 
She came to Newton in 1854. From 
1870 to 1887 she was librarian of the 
Newton Free Library. Here she 
served with ability and faithfulness 
and it is largely owing to her efforts 
that the library began to assume the 
form which today makes it one of lb-' 
best arranged and most accessible 
collection of books in this state. De- 
voted as she was to the library her 
interests were not confined to it. 
Everything that belonged to the 
higher interests of the community 
concerned her. From the time Bhe 
came to Newton until she left it to 
assume her place of librarian in Wil- 
kesbarre, she was earnest and un- 
tiring in her work in the Channing 
Religious Society. Busy as she was 
she was always ready to do what she 
could to advance its beat aims. 

No teacher in the Sunday school 
ever did more for her Sunday school 
class than she, and in her, superin- 
tendent and pastor ever found an 
efficient helper. We all regretted 
her departure from us and our only 
consolation was that our loaa would 
be the gain of Wilkesharre. There 
she shewed the same qualities of 
mind and heart that she did here. 
She identified herself with the high- 
er life of the community. She was 
indefatigable in her endeavor to make 
the library attractive to the miners, 
was instrumental in the work of es- 
tablishing Free Reading Rooms and 
Free Kindergartens, She was a 
member of the Art Club and the 
Dante class and attained a high rank 
among the librarians of the United 
States. Not finding a church of her 
own denomination there she became 
a constant attendant and loyal mem- 
ber of the Protestant Episcopal 
church of the place.iand took a help- 
ful part in its life and work. 

This was to be expected from her, 
for to Miss James Christianity was 
more than any intellectual interpre- 
tation of it. Her whole life was one 
of integrity and loyal devotion to 
the best she knew, and there are many 
among us who will mourn her loss.

UNDER THE 

GILDED DOME. 

Boston, May 13. 

The calendars of the two branches 
arc comparatively short, although the 
reception of the report of the special 
committee on th* 1 revision of the cor- 
poration laws, prepared by a sub- 
committee, of which Representative 
Dana is a member, and which is due 
Friday, is likely to lead to a good 
deal of talk, as is also the bill which 
is expected to come from the com- 
mittee on education based upon the 
report of the special commission on 
the support of the public schools, to 
which reference has often been made 
in this correspondence. The minds 
of many members are engrossed this 
week with the question concerning 
the outcome of the senate investiga- 
tion of charges of bribery or at- 
tembts to deal corruptly with certain 
individuals which have been made 
against an unnamed member of the 
upper branch. Such charges are ex- 
tremely difficult to prove, and inves- 
tigations are of little value outside 
of the fact that they clear the atmos- 
phere and cause men who forget cau- 
tion as well as conscience to be more 
careful. If a man is corrupt, he 
usually seeks measures to conceal 
his evil acts, and hence, direct testi- 
mony of wrong doing is difficult to 
obtain. The regretable phase of the 
discussion is that there should be 
sweeping charges which places two 
hundred and eighty members of the 
General Court under suspicion, when 
the very large majority of them 
are above suspicion by any persons 
to whom they are known. It is a 
pity that a few men should ever 
pursue a course which brings the 
large body of their associates into 
disrepute. It would be fortunate if 
one could directly say that every 
charge made waB groundless, but un- 
fortunately members sometimes per- 
sue a policy that seems to demand 
an explanation, and the explanation 
is not always forthcoming. 

The bill to provide for abridge 
and other structures over the Charles 
river between Newton and Wellesley 
has taken its final reading in the 
House. 

On Monday the House returned to 
the consideration of the proposed 
amendment to the constitution au- 
thorizing cities and towns to estab- 
lish municipal fuel yards, postpon- 
ing it to Tuesday, and also postponed 
the initiative and referendum resolve 
as to laws and constitutional amend- 
ments, to Thursday. Mr Dana was 
a dissenter on both of these meas- 
ures. 

Governor Bates has continued his 
good work of acting adversely on ill 
considered street railway legislation 
which has reached him from the two 
branches, having eight vetoes and 
over a dozen recalled bills credited 
to his sound judgment to date. He 
has taken a decided stand against 
the enactment of special street rail- 
way charter bills, his ground being 
that the railroad commission, should 
properly be assumed to pass upon all 
new charters as provided in the gen- 
eral laws and that no exigency exists 
for the enactment of special meas- 
ures. 

The Luce joint caucus bill has been 
in the Senate calendar for some time 
but the understanding is that it is 
likely to be enacted into law without 
much further debate. The question 
most at issue recently has been 
whether the provision shall remain 
in the bill which compels the primary 
elections to be opened for the same 
length of time as the polls are now 
open on election day. 

Outside of Boston the caucuses 
have been so generally held in the 
evening that it is believed some 
provision should be inserted which 
will permit evening joint caucuses. 
The election laws committee has 
conceded this point. 

Within a few days a bill has taken 
its readings to provide that the Com- 
monwealth shall pay to cities and 
towns 52.80 per week for the support 
of the chronic insane now cared for 
in municipal institutions. This is 
on the recommendation of the state 
board of insanity, of which ex-Sen- 
ator Harwood and Mr. S. W. Jones 
are members, and is simply tempor- 
ary legislation to cover conditions ex- 
isting during the work of preparing 
buildings for the state colony for the 
insane at Gardner for the reception 
of several hundred patients. 

The bills to provide for the expendi- 
ture of S3, 000, 000 for metropolitan 
parkways and parks by the metro- 
politan park board, of which Mr. E. 
B. Haskell of Newton is a member, 
have taken their readings and there 
is no doubt that the definite work of 
completing the park and parkway 
system during the next five years 
will be begun immediately. 

Representative Dana still keeps upon 
the table his motion that the House 
reconsider the vote of April 17 refer- 
ring to the next General Court the 
bill to give the mayor of Newton 
authority to pass upon votes of the 
school committee which involve the 
expenditure of money.

Mr. Ford's work 
will appear only in the Boston 
Sunday Herald.

connections to Boston, that the 
branch trains were not properly 
manned, that tickets to Boston were 
not accepted on the Brookline side of 
the circuit, that Pine Grove was sim- 
ply a flag station, for 5 ride tickets, 
and insufficient freight service. 

In the matter of Sunday trains 
Chairman Jackson stated that the gen 
eral policy of the state was to dis 
courage Sunday service and they 
were run only by permission when 
a special need is shown. The board 
had generally assumed that it had no 
control over them. 

Mr. Proctor stated that he claimed 
that under the lease to the New York 
Central there was to be no impair- 
ment of existing service. This ques- 
tion by direction of the chairman 
was left for further argument by 
counsel. 

Mr. F. M. Crehore testified that 
the discontinuance of Sunday trains 
was very inconvenient to his family, 
it being especially difficult to ob- 
tain domestics. The trains had 
formerly been made up of two cars, 
then one car and finally a combina- 
tion car. The changing of Pine 
Grove to a flag station was also 
an inconvenience to the thirty or 
more families, and on outward trips, 
persons were frequently carried to 
Lower Falls. 

Mr. Hoar stated that it was not 
proposed to run the combination car 
any more, or as Mr. Procter called 
it, “the ping pong” car. 

Mr. Thomas Flanagan testified 
that a smoking car had been used to 
convey passengers including ladies 
and children, and the train had only 
an engineer and conductor. He be- 
lieved that the service depreciated 
his property S1000 and he had lost 
the sale of some real estate on ac- 
count of the lack of Sunday trains. 

Rev. P. H. Callanan said he and 
his church had been inconvenienced 
by the loss of the Sunday trains. He 
also disliked the 10 to 14 minutes 
wait at Riverside and believed tickets 
should be good both ways on the 

circuit. 

Mr. Bernard Early said that the 
railroad served about 2000 people, 
290 homes, 6 manufactures and a 
total valuation of about SI, 600, 000. 
The loss of Sunday trains seriously 
affected property values. He said 
the active agitation had only begun 
since the combination car had been 
put on, although the freight service 
had been going down for some time 
previous. Since the public indigna- 
tion meetings the railroad officials 
had changed their attitude towards 
the people and the freight service 
had improved. He objected to the 
use of an old smoking car for women 
and children. 

Alderman Peter C. Baker said he 


had lived at Lower Falls 30 years 
and that making Pine Grove a flag 
station was a great inconvenience 
to the 33 families in the neighbor- 
hood. He knew it affected the value 
of his property not to have trains 
stop there regularly. 

Mr. A. J. Desoe, representing the 
Brotherood of Locomotive Engineers, 
read a long letter opposing the run- 
ning of Sunday trains, in which the 
fact was mentioned that the Brother- 
hood had asked the Railroad Co. to 
discontinue ■ all Sunday trains when 
there was not sufficient public demand 
and that the Lower Falls branch was 
thereupon discontinued. He stated 
that less than 7S passengers were 
carried on that road, and the engin- 
eers believed that there was no just 
demand for them to work on that 
day. 

Mr. Procter, by cross examination 
brought out the facts that the en- 
gineers on the circuit worked but 
one Sunday in fifteen, that he had 
been given the run to Lower Falls, 
because he was not physically strong, 
and that he ran without a fireman. 

The hearing was then adjourned 
until Wednesday, May 20, at 10.30 
a. m. * 


Street Railway Matters 

The employes of the Boston sub- 
urban electric company, which com- 
prises the various street car lines 
running through the city, were made 
happy May 1st by a voluntary in- 
crease of wages. The new schedule 
is in the form of a sliding scale. 
For the first three years the men will 
receive 20 cents an hour. Those who 
have served from three to six years 
will be paid 21^ cents; from 6 to 10 
years 23U cents. After 10 years all 
employes will be paid a uniform rate 
of 25 cents an hour. The roads affect- 
ed bv the increase include the New- 
ton & Boston, Wellesley & Boston, 
Newton, Natick & Boston, Common- 
wealth Avenue, and the Natick & 
Cochituate.

Washington, D. C., May 11, 190 3. 

The most Important and sensation- 
al development In the current Post 
Office Investigation Is the removal, 
pending the completion of the Investi- 
gation, of General Superintendent 
of free delivery Machen, which step 
was taken by the Postmaster General 
at the request of Fourth Assistant 
PoatmaBter General Bristow, who, 

In a communication to Postmaster 
General Payne, intimates that the 
completion of the investigation will 
be materially facilitated by Mr. Ma- 
chen’s absence. Machen has accord- 
ingly been granted indefinite leave 
of absence pending the completion 
of the Investigation but it is a mat- 
ter of grave doubt as to whether he 
will ever again occupy his desk in 
the Post Office Department. In ad- 
dition to removing Machen, the 
Postmaster General has transferred 
the entire division of free delivery to | 
the Bureau presided over by Mr. j 
Bristow and has assigned a9 acting 
chief Mr. M. C. Fosnes, the Post 
Office Insepctor, who made so envi- 
able a record clearing up the tangle 
into which Rathbone got the Cuban 
postal service. Fosnes is regarded 
as one of the most capable detectivers 
in the Post Office Department and 
it is believed that hereafter the 
investigation will go on uninterrupt- 
edly, and that the entire scandal 
which hangs about the free delivery 
division will be probed to the bot- 
tom. In view of these strong politi- 
cal acking of Mahen, his removal is 
regarded as an indication that the 
Post Office scandals are to be thorough 
ly sifted regardless of political con- 
siderations.

A scrap of carpet History, 

In 1735 English Axiuinstera were 
first made. But it was not until 
1749 that a loom was constructed 
which would produce a Brussels 
carpet, and just here is ati exceeding- 
ly interesting anecdote, which has 
been handed down from father to son 
as an inviolable truth. During 1730 
and 1735 Jjhn Broom traveled 
through Touruay and Brussels study- 
ing the stitch which was then known 
as Brussels stitch. In Brussels, par- 
ticularly, weavers were ut that time 
making a carpet named after the 
town— the Brussels carpet. Broom 
studied with much earnestness the 
myatwry of the manufacture, and 
finally made the acquaintance in 
Touruay of a weaver understanding 
the secret. He and this weaver im- 
mediately repaired to Ellwand, and 
near Mouut Skipet, Kidderminster, 
they put up the first Brussels loom, 
1749.

All things considered, the market 
looks like a safe purchase on all de- 
clines, and while no radical advance 
can be anticipated this summer, op- 
portunities for good turns on the 
long side of the market will con- 
stantly be presented.

With the leaders of the market rus- 
ticating abroad aud with the market 
itself in suspended equlibrium, after 
a long decline and subsequent brief 
upward reaction, it is perhaps natural 
that dulness should supervene at pres- 
ent. That such indifference will con- 
tinue is, however, very improbable a 
movement either, way is inevitable, 
and the best considered speculative 
judgment is that it should be vigor- 
ously upward. 

Meanwhile, money, the life blood 
of finance, is flowing freely through 
the speculative arteries, thus remov- 
ing the greatest impediment to the 
market's convalescence. With gen- 
eral industry encouragingly busy 
and stocks still little above the bar- 
gain level, current purchases should 
net substantial profits before spring 
turns into summer.

The residents of Newton Lower 
Falls have certainly just cause for 
complaint at the treatment they have 
received from the New York Central 
railroad, although the test imony be- 
fore the railroad commission on 
Tuesday' showed that it was princi- 
pally a past and not a present condi- 
tion the people of the village were 
mostly complaining about. Their 
c intentions that tickets for Boston 
should be equally good on either line 
of the Circuit, and that they should 
be treated equally well with the pass- 
engers from Woodland, Waban and 
Eliot, who pay the same fares, appear 
to be well founded. The demand for 
renewal of the former Sunday passen- 
ger service appears to be strictly a 
legal problem, and will be worked out 
bv the railroad commissioners in their 
interpretation of how far the condi- 
tion of the lease of the Albany to the 
New York Central prohibiting the 
diminishing of the facilities for travel 
on the railroad, affects the general 
law prohibiting the running of Sun- 
day trains without permission of the 
railroad commissioners. The surpris- 
ing feature of the hearing was the 
statement that the discontinuance of 
the Sunday trains was brought about 
by the petition of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers. This is 
a remarkable position for a labor or- 
ganization to take, and in our 
opinion will not help the Brother- 
hood in this community. The testi- 
mony showed that the freight ser- 
vice had been improved since the 
agitation of the matter, and a vague 
promise was given by the officials 
that the objectionable “combina- 
tion” car should, not be run in the 
future. The other points on the pe- 
tition as to proper manning of trains 
five ride tickets: and making Pine 
Grove a regular station are to be set- 
tled by the railroad commissioners, 
together with the more important 
matters mentioned above. 

The residents of Newton Highlands 
have a fine opportunity to secure an 
ideal plaj'ground in the land bounded 
by the Hyde school lot, Lincoln, 
Bowdoin streets and Erie avenue. Its 
situation is in the heart of the vil- 
lage, and but little needs to be done 
to the grading. 

The Improvement Society ought to 
agitate this matter and solicit sub- 
scriptions toward a fund to pay one 
half the cost, asking the city to care 
for the remainder. With the object 
lesson of what has been done through 
public spirit in Newton Centre in 
this direction, it should be compara- 
tively easy to stir up alike enterprise 
in Newton Highlands. 

While at first glance the residents 
of Newton do not appear to have any 
great concern in the recent change In 
the police commission of Boston, yet 
if this change will bring about the 
location of liquor saloons in Dewey 
Square it is a matter of vital inter- 
est to every man, woman or child 
who patronizes the South Terminal 
Station. Viewed in this light a 
change in the policy of the police 
commission will be deeply regretted 
by the residents of this city. 

The candidates for mayor next 
Year are being quietly groomed for 
the nomination race, with the Re- 
publican municipal caucuses next 
fall as the goal. Several well 
known gentlemen are already men- 
tioned and the possibilities of the 
situation may bring out a larger field. 

It is certainly a great pity that 
Alderman Webster does not use his 
splendid agressi venestt in pressing 
more important matters than mere 
technicalities. 

Newton Highlands certainly ought 
to bestir itself and aid the city gov- 
ernment in obtaining possession of 
an ideal playground in the heart of 
the village.

A Shrewd Game. 

For the past two weeks, numerous 
complaints have been made to the 
police concerning two men who have 
been canvassing this city selling 
water filters.

Death ol John Wilson. 

Mr. John Wilson died Monday night 
at his home in Newton Centre at the 
age of seventy-six years and eight 
mouths. Mr. Wilson, who was form- 
erly head of the University Press, 
Cambridge, was without question 
the master of his trade — the foremost 
printer not only in Massachusetts,, 
but in the country. He was bred to 
the business from his boyhood, his 
father, named John Wilson before 
him, having brought with him from 
Scotland a sound way of living, a 
• shrewd business head and a thorough 
knowledge of printing. He was es- 
tablished in 22 School street when he 
took his son into the firm with him 
about fifty years ago under the name 
of John Wilson t!g Hon. 

The business increasing, they moved 
to 15 Water street, and in 1865, at the 
close of the Civil War, took their es- 
tablishment over the river to Cam- 
bridge. There they went into a 
building in Holyoke street, just va- 
cated by Welch, Bigelow A Co., the 
then proprietors of the University 
Press, who moved to larger quarters 
in Brattle square. In 1879 Welch, 
Bigelow « Co., failed, and Mr. Wil- 
i son bought out their plant and united 
the two concerns as “The Univer- 
sity Press — John Wilson & Son.” He 
abandoned the old quarters in Holy- 
oke street, doing all the work in 
Brattle square. There they remained 
until in 1894, they met with financial 
difficulties and the firm was made 
into a corporation. 

Mr. Wilson remained with it as 
president for a year, and then retired 
from active business. 

Funeral services were held yester- 
day afternuon at Mt. Auburn chapel. 
Rev. S. M. Crothers of Cambridge 
officiated.

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Ceremonious Acceptance of Portrait of Abraham 
Fuller — Resolutions on Memorial Fountain. 

Action Taken on Many Important Matters Including- New Pumping 
Plant and Plans for New School. 


The regular meeting of the alder* 
men on Monday evening was enliv- 
ened by the exercises attending the 
acceptance cf a portrait of the Hoti. 
Abraham Fuller, the town clerk and 
treasurer for many years, a ccntu ry 
ago. 

The portrait had been presented by 
Mrs. Sarah Fuller Read of Brookline, 
who was present together with her 
son, Mr. Chas. F. Read, Mrs. C. F. 
Read and . Hon. Henry 

E. Cobb, President of tbe Newton 
Historical Society, occupied a seat 
side of the President and among the 
audience were noted Mr. and Mrs. 
A. W. Fuller, Thomas Weston, Esq., 
Hon. G. D. Gilman, Mr. Edw. Mc- 
Lellan and Mrs. S. Curtis Smith, re- 
gent Sarah Hull Chapter, D. R. 

Aldermen Baker. Barber, Brown, 
Carter, Chcsley, H. B. Day, Ellis, 
Ensign. Hubbard, Hunt, Johnson, 
Lothrop, Mellen, Norris. Webster 
and President Weed were present 
and the report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the portrait was made the 
first business. 

The following resolutions were 
presented by Alderman Mellen, chair- 
man of the committee: 

WHEREAS, Mrs. Sarah Fuller 
Read of Brookline has presented to 
the City of Newton a photograph of a 
portrait of her great-grandfather, 
Abraham Fuller, therefore, 

RESOLVED that we receive said 
picture with gratitude and thanks to 
the donor and assign to it a place up- 
on the walls of the office of the Cit 3 r 
Clerk in our City Hall, where it shall 
be kept in perpetual care ; and we 
would also place on record our regard 
for the memory of the distinguished 
subject of the portrait. Abraham 
Fuller was born in Newton, March 
23, 1720. Throughout a long and 
eventful life, he made Newton his 
home and here he died April 20, 1794. 
During tbe Revolutionary period, he 
was -undoubtedly the most eminent 
citizen of the town. He was repeated- 
ly elected to public office.thus demon- 
strating his hold upon the respect and 
affection of his fellow citizens. In 
early manhood a school teacher, at 
forty years of age he relinquished 
that profession to enter upon a public 
career. In 1760 he was elected select- 
man and continued to hold that office 
for seven years. In 1766 he became 
Town Clerk and Treasurer and for 
twenty-six years performed the duties 
of those exacting offices. From 1764 
to 1782, a period of eighteen years, 
he was a member of the General Court 
of Massachusetts. In 1774-5, he was 
a mem ber of the Provincial Congress 
which met at Concord. He was elect- 
ed to the Massachusetts Senate and 
was appointed a judge of the court 
of Common Pleas. He was also a 
Councillor of the Province of Massa- 
chusetts and his name was upon the 
“Alarm list” as a “Minute Man’’ of 
the West Company of Newton in 
the Revolution. He was a man of 
inflexible integrity and lofty charac- 
ter. His word was as good as his 
bond. While sternly unyielding in 
his convictions of right and justice, 
he had a kind heart and generous 
feelings. To us of a younger gen- 
eration, his life should be a source 
of courage and inspiration both in 
private endeavor and public service. 

RESOLVED, that these resolutions 
be spread upon the records of the 
Board and that a copy be sent to Mrs. 
Sarah Fuller Read. 

Alderman Mellen then said: This 
is an auspicious occasion. We cele- 
brate tonight the deeds and character 
of one, who in his day and genera- 
tion was eminently useful to his town 
and his Commonwealth and his na- 
tion, even in the darkest time of 
its history, yet it would not be fair 
to Abraham Fuller to judge him by 
our standards, but he should be 
judged by his environment living as 
he did over one hundred and fifty 
years ago. What was his environ- 
ment? Newton at that time was a 
hamlet of 1300 inhabitants. There was 
a cluster of houses at what we now 
call Newton Centre and another down 
near the Charles River, the rest of 
the territory that is now known as 
Newton which had only recently be- 
come Newton, from the town of New- 
towne.for a long time a part of Cam- 
bridge, was a primeval forest abound- 
ing in game, and its rivers swarmed 
with edible fish. Agriculture was 
the principal business of the com- 
munity. There were a few artisans, 
some blacksmiths, and some wheel- 
wrights dependent on the people in 
Newton for their support. The differ- 
ent parts of the town were not as 
now connected with broad beautiful 
highways and boulevards. There 
were no roads except those that con- 
nected Newton with the metropolis of 
the state, Boston. The others were 
merely bridle paths, the only means 
of locomotion being on horseback. 
Most of the necessities of modern life 
had not been invented. At the time 
of Abraham Fuller’s birth tight air 
stoves had not been thought of and 
people cooked in fire places similar 
to what many of us may remember 
in our boyhood days. Steam rail- 
roads, horse railways, electric cars, 
telegraph, telephones, bicycles, auto- 
mobiles had not then even been 
dreamed of by the greatest enthusiast. 

When Abraham Fuller was first 
elected to the office of selectman, and 
afterwards to the office of Town 
Treasurer and Town Clerk, the 
Town of Newton was raising the sum 
by taxation of one hundred sixty 
pounds sterling per year and the very 
year he died the town of Newton 
raised only three hundred pounds 
sterling by taxation. There had been 
a period within his administration 
when the Town raised 2u00 pounds 
sterling, in the depreciated currency 
of the times. He died in 1792. 
Money was then counted in pounds, 


shillings and pence, but the year 
after he died the money was collect- 
ed in United Staten money, and 
counted in eagles, dollars and dunes. 

Abraham Fuller was carefully edu- 
cated, I have not been able to find 
any record of his education, but I 
hope some of his relatives have been 
able to discover something of his 
early education. That he was care- 
fully educated is certain because for 
manj’ years he conducted a private 
school in this town where boys were 
educated, and that he was deeply 
interested in education is shown by 
the fact that he left 5300 in his will 
for the purpose of founding an 
academy in Newton for the education 
of youth. He was a man of sterling 
integrity and high and lofty purposes. 
He cotild not bear to be in debt. As 
he lay dying his wife saw that he 
was troubled and asked him the 
cause, he replied that he owed nine 
pence to the cobbler and asked that 
he be brought that he might pay him , 
and when death came there was found 
clutched in his hand the fee in sterl- 
ing which he had saved to pay the 
doctor for the last visit. It was at 
first proposed to bury Mr. Fuller in 
the family grave yard upon his 
farm, but his reply to the sugges- 
tion was characteristic of the man. 
“I have never been bought in my 
life and I will not be bought or sold 
after I am dead.” 

In his service in the Continental 
Congress he served in some of the 
most important committees of that 
important body. He was chairman 
of the committee which had in charge 
the records which showed the re- 
sources of the American people as 
they were about entering upon that 
terrible struggle with the mother 
country. 

He was a judge of the court of 
common pleas, the predecessor of 
our present superior court. Judge 
Ful’er, Senator Fuller or Captain 
Fuller as you may wish to call him 
was a portly man of florid complex- 
ion, ^ hich is indicated by the p Dr- 
trait before you on the desk; a man 
of deep and commanding voice. It 
is said of him that he could stand on 
a hill and direct his workmen on 
another part of his farm a mile dis- 
tant. The shriek of the locomotive 
and the clang of bells was then un- 
known in these parts. 

After his death there was a curious 
phenomenon. He was buried in the 
family tomb and when the tomb was 
opened for the purpose of interring 
the remains of his widow who died 
some eight or nine years later it was 
found that his body was in almost 
a perfect state of preservation and 
although the coffin in which he was 
buried had rotted away, h 5 s body re- 
mained perfectly intact and for 
several years remained practically in 
that condition. People came from 
far and near to see the body, drawn 
by the remarkable story. Being an- 
noyed by so many visitors the family 
afterwards sealed the tomb as before. 
When in 1850 the family tomb was 
opened it was found that the preser- 
vative qualities had ceased to act, 
for then nothing was found but the 
bones. 

I think the city of Newton may 
congratulate itself on having re- 
ceived this memorial of this distin- 
guished man. He was a worthy pro- 
genitor of the people of Newton and 
a worthy example to us , its sons. 
We have to look to him as a bright 
and shining example of a high and 
lofty character and a disinterested 
public servant. With such characters 
as Abraham Fuller, we may be 
sure our liberties would be pre- 
served, interests, financial and other- 
wise well taken care of, and pattern- 
ing after him, we, the citizens of 
Newton, may have our characters 
strengthened and actuated by the 
same spirit which actuated him. 

Alderman Ensign: It is a great 
pleasure for the city to receive a 
gift like this, which is before us. 

I heartily endorse what has been 
said by my friend in regard to the 
character of Abraham Fuller and 
would like to say a word in regard 
to another prominent man, William 
Hull, who married Abraham Fuller's 
only daughter Sarah. 

Alderman Ensign then gave a his- 
tory of General Hull, closing as 
follows: Hull and Fuller— Fuller and 
Hull, two worthy names in Newton 
history, well worth commemorating. 

In the old cemetery on Centre 
street last Saturday as I placed m 3 ' 
hand 01 ; the tablet of Judge Fuller, a 
thought came to me, “What is true 
patriotism? Which was the better 
representative of it?” The answer 
to me is this, that the man who at- 
tends to and fills his duty aB civilian 
or official is as great a patriot as 
he who falls in the field of battle. 

The lesson of this hour to us is 
this, whether civilian or official our 
acts and conduct should be such 
that when we pass away it shall be 
said of us us of Fuller and Hull 
“es to perpetua,” 

Mr. C, F. Read then spoke as fol- 
lows : 

I thank you for the opportunity 
to say a few words on this interest- 
ing occasion. The gentlemen who 
preceded me have spoke so eloquently 
that I can hardly say anything in 
that direction but I think I might 
I relate a few incidents of a family 
nature and they might be called post 
mortem. 

Judge Fuller was placed in the 
cemetery on Centre street. When 
it was found, as has been stated that 
his body remained in such perfect 
state it brought physicians and others 
from all parts of the country and it 
was said that the body was so in 
tact that they could stand on him. 
Some said he was too good for the 
worms to eat and others said lie hau 
the gout. 1 remember of going there 
when the tomb was opened when I 
was a little fellow and it affected me 
so that I could not go to sleep until 
some one was sent to remain with me. 
When the tomb was opened there was 
a negro’s skull found and it was 
found that it was the skull of Tillo, 


: General Hull’s body servant. He 
1 lived with Gen. Hull nearly all his 
life nnd It was his desire that he be 
buried nt his master’s feet, and 
! there lie was found, nt the foot of 
l 1 the coffin of General Hull. Several 
[ years after the tomb was broken 
into by malicious boys and after 
that was permanently sealed, but it 
bears the same Inscription that it 
f did before. 

1 j I can only add that I ani glad that 
l my mother was able to be here with 
I us on this occasion, and desire to 
thank you in her name, for this even* 

■ ing be one of the memorable occa- 
sions of her long life. 

I Pres, Weed : I am sure we are all 
very grateful for the presence of 
Mrs. Read and Mr. Read, and also 
that so many members of the New- 
ton Historic Society and Sarah Hull 
Chapter of the Revolution can be 
here. I am sure we can all gather 
from the words that have been spoken 
new inspiration for the future.

In loving memory of this beautiful 
character, her sister, Miss Marianna 
C. Porter, has presented to the city 
a memorial fountain, designed by Miss 
Ann Whitney, to be located at the 
junction of Chestnut and Highland 
streets in close proximity to Mrs. 
Lambert’s home for so many years. 

It is therefore 

RESOLVED, that the gift of said 
fountain, be and is hereby gratefully 
accepted by the City of Newton, and 
dedicated to tbe memory of Mrs.

This means 
of course that there is no outside 
buying and that the great financial 
interests think that the present is 
not a favorable time to advance 
prices. The professional selling has 
created a large short interest in the 
market, which makes it perfectly 
safe to buy the dividend paying stocks 
on all weak spots. The big men 
appear to be satisfied to just carry 
their loads, and time alone will tell 
how long the market will be con- 
trolled by the professionals.

The important report of the confer- 
ence committee in regard to school 
houses clearly brings out the fact 
that the city is sailing close to the 
wind in the matter of school accom- 
modations. While in matters of 
water, sewers, and streets the city 
has a plant sufficient for the needs of 
treble its present population in school 
houses, the policy has been almost 
the reverse. 

During the last ten years, however, 
n attempt has been made to remedy 
the situation, and nearly S800.000 
has been expended in school house 
construction, and the work now called 
for will add over 5100,000 to this 
amount. 

This is by no means the end, a3 
the capacity of the High and other 
school buildings in various parts of 
the city is nearly exhausted and 
additional demands will be made 
for larger quarters within the nex 
five years. 

Is it not time, therefore, to calmly 
consider whether or not, the present 
poliev of the city in building ex- 
pensive school bnildings, should not 
be changed, so as to allow the erec- 
tion of buildings, which will fur- 
nish all the essentials without frills 
or luxuries. When our sis ter cities 
erect eight room school bu ildings 
with a hall for $35,000 or $40,000 and 
Newton pays 560,000 or 565,000 for 
the same size building there is reason- 
able ground for debate. 

The petty jealousy which exists 
between the various sections of New- ' 
ton is the secret of the matter, and 
as long as the aldermen have given 
one village a building with iron 
stairs, wire lathing and rooms for 
the master, teachers and library, 
every other village believes that it 
should have the same. 

Not until the aldermen have 
backDone enough to resist this very 
natural feeling will the era of more 
economical buildings come in this 
city, and until the aldermen are 
aided in this direction by the utmost 
ability of the school committee this 
much desired time will be postponed. 

With common sense recommenda- 
tions of actual necessities in school 
house construction from the school 
committee, and a board of aldermen 
which cannot be stampeded by local 
pressure, a change cati and should be 
made in our school house policy which 
will be highly appreciated by the 
taxpayers.

Better Service For Lower Falls. Clubs and Lodges. 


Continued Hearing Before the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners. 

At the continued hearing on rail- 
road service to the Lower Falls last 
Wednesday before the Railroad Com- 
missioners. Vice-President Van Elten 
gave some interesting figures regard- 
ing Sunday trains. In 1894 before the 
electric cars ran to the village, 96,286 
passengers were carried. In 1901 the 
number was 51,239. There was a 
slight increase in 1902 and 1903 will 
probably be 62,000. The expenses of 
running the trains is about $10 per 
day, and the earnings are $2 per day’ 

Thirty-eight trains per day are 
run over the Lower Falls branch for 
passengers — nineteen each way. Mr. 
Van Etten explained that the com- 
pany took off the Sunday trains late 
in 1902, in response to a request from 
a committee of Engineers, who did 
not wish any of their number to 
work Sundays and who said that the 
Sunday trains over the branch did 
not pay. Then he said: 

“We are perfectly willing to put on 
a time service then for thirty-eight 
trains which will satisfy the people 
of Newton Lower Falls, but I am not 
satisfied that the ten or twelve people 
who signed this petition represent 
all the sentiment of Newton Lower 
Falls.” i i 

In regard to imperfectly manned 
trains, Mr. Van Etten said that there 
seemed to be a wrong impression that 
the car and engine ran one way on 
each round trip from the Falls to 
Riverside with the car ahead of the 
engine. This was not so. The en- 
gine backed down, but was always 
ahead of the car. The company 
took off its fireman there and used 
only an engineer, because it could 
save $4.20 a day at a time when the 
line was not making its expenses, 
and on this one-mile run the train 
had absolute right of way and there 
was no need of a fireman. 

On the request for tickets good to 
Boston from the Falls in either direc- 
tion over the Newton circuit or main 
line, Mr. Van Etten said that undnr 
the new arrangement the Falls will 
be grouped with Riverside, Eliot, 
and one or two other stations, and 
will have a ticket good either way 
into Boston. This new arrangement 
will be in force July 1. as soon as 
the half year supply of tickets can 
he issued. 

There is no present intention of 
putting the combination car back on 
the line at all. 

There was some discussion between 
counseP and the commissioners about 
the request for flve-trip-t«ckets at 
the same rate as twenty-five trip 
tickets now sold, but the commis- 
sioners decided without retiring that 
that request could not be favored. 
They then heard arguments and 
took the matter under advisement.

Interesting Y.M.C A. Facts 
and Figures. 

GATHERED AND PRESENTED BY SEC Y 
E. A. LINCOLN. 

Though we scarce can believe it, 
yet it is only too true, that another 
has gone and we have met together 
as is our custom to hear read the 
records of the year and to inspire 
one another as we look into the 
future. 

We have real ground for encourage- 
ment in all departments of our work 
and for all the various ways and 
means that have made this possible, . 
let us be thankful. 

All kinds of work, in all depart- 
ments of life, have their difficulties, 
yet who would run away from these. 

Is it not that tree against whose 
branches the furious winds do blow, 
that strengthens itself bv forcing its 
roots down deep into mother earth, 
so with the individual and so with 
the institution, and if here we battle 
against heavy odds and win ours 
indeed will be a well earned victory. 

It is our purpose at this time to 
present something in detail the work 
which has been attempted during the 
year, and to emphasize if possible 
the evident needs which are ours. 

SOCIAL. 

The social side of our work has 
been one of great interest, and the 
results have been helpful to note. 

I do not think it can be truthfully 
said that the Newton Association 
withheld the hand of welcome from 
anyone, and if it is true, that a 
stranger was in our midst and went 
away without the greeting which it 
is our pleasure to give, it must be 
because he watched for the opportuni- 
ty to dodge out when the secretaries 
were for the moment pre-occupied. 

Our young men have created a 
social atmosphere that is pleasant to 
feel and profitable to encourage. 

There are two phases of this social 
work which so appeals to me that I 
would emphasize it here. 1st, the 
value of the Association to the young 
man just coining to our city. We 
who have never been away from 
home, and know nothing of the 
misgivings and fears of the young 
man who for the first time visits a 
city, do not perhaps realize the im- 
portant part which the Association 
plays in the meeting of the young 
man at once. 

This is of course more true in the 
larger cities, yet here in Newton we 
can cite instances illustrating this 
very thing. 

There are among us now, those 
coming from other states, who by 
coming to our Association were made 
acquainted with young men who 
have proved valuable and helpful 
companions. 

The 2nd thought is but the sequel 
to the 1st namely, the value of the 
Association to the young man leaving 
the city. 

There are times when our Newton 
young men are called upon to leave 
our city and go elsewhere, even as 
other young men come here, and 
their membership ticket, with a let- 
ter of introduction to t lie Associa- 
tion Secretary of the city to which 
they go, enables them on their ar- 
rival to seek companionship and en- 
vironment as good at least as that 
which they left behind, and so the 
work among our young men is not 
lost by the fact of their removal to 
another city. 

We have received young men from 
New York and So. Carolina, and 
young men have left us for Albany, 
New York, Boston and Pasadena, 
Cal. 

PHYSICAL DEPT. 

The work of our Physical Depart- 
ment is of no little importance and 
its record for the season is of peculiar 
interest. 

Under the leadership of our able 
Physical Director, Mr. E- C. Wyatt, 
we feet that the standard of our work 
has been greatly raised and the high 
esteem which our young men have 
for him and his work is a testimony 
sufficient of itself to convince us all 
that substantial good has been ac- 
complished here. 

Our year has closed without a sin- 
gle accident to our class members, 
a fact too important to pass without 
mention, 

A new series of monthly athletic 
tests were introduced by our Physical 
Director and this new feature was 
heartily received by the members, 
arousing a cordial competitive spirit 
for the highest number of points. 

There were six of these events 
held and the honors were divided as 
follows: 1st place, Mr. Geo. Bradley, 
Newton ; 2d, Mr. John Allan, Wal- 

tham; 3rd, Mr. Percy Morton, West 
Newton. 

These gentlemen were awarded 
each a prize cup, which were publicly 
presented at the annual exhibition 
held in Association hall, Monday 
evening, April 13, which exhibition 
was not only a line social affair 
but a rare testimony of * 'what our 
boys can do. ” 

The fencing class introduced for 
the first time this season has been a 
decided success and after witnessing 
the exhibition of the Large Bros, in 
their bout it is almost fair to imagine 
that in the fall we shall see a 20th 
Century adaptation of the old revo- 
lutionary poem, 

Lay down the axe, iling by the spade. 
Leave in its tracks the toiling plow, 
The rifle and the bayonet blade, 

For arms like yours are litter’now. 

BOYS' D E PA KT M ENT. 

Our Boys’ Department is one of 
the most important of all our work 
and about which we ought to feel 
deeply concerned. 

Boys will be boys, some o»e' r will 
say, but that does not alarm us, in 
fac* 'hativ J .st what we want them 


to bc.but our concern is that they will 
be something else. 

The boys ot today nre the men of 
tomorrow and this important thought 
ought to so impress us that we will 
loose no opportunity of meeting 
the needs of boy life as we now find 

it. 

The real value of boys’ work is be- 
ing appreciated today more than ever 
before by our Association and 
churches and this activity to make 
the work commensurate with the 
real, though hidden, value of a boy 
is truly commendable. 

The work of our Boys’ Depart- 
ment is not that of a reform school 
and there are therefore some boys, 
who do not give evidence of having 
in them the material of which real 
men are made, whom we cannot ad- 
mit to membership in our Boys’ De- 
partment nor allow them to patron- 
ize our rooms. There are two 
things which are greatly to be re- 
gretted with reference to boy life in 
Newton and which unless some means 
is employed and that at once, will 
tell seriously later. The first is the 
lamentable lack of home life, or the 
making of home so attractive that 
our boys will want to stay at home. 

Home is the place for the boys and 
an investment made to make home 
the most attractive spot on earth is 
one that will do more for our boys 
than any other. 

The Y. M. C. A. and the many 
other good agencies employed to reach 
and hold our boys are all good, but 
home life after all is the thing that 
makes and developes real character 
in the boy. If parents are engrossed 
in the affairs of business and the 
enjoyment of social attractions, the 
boy at home soon learns that home is 
only the place for eating and sleep- 
ing and pleasure must be found else- 
where. 

The second thought is the natural 
outgrowth of the 1st. Life upon the 
street and the late hours of the 
smaller boys. 

Home, and not the street is the 
place for the boys after dark, yet it 
is a very noticeable fact and one we 
cannot pass without comment that 
small boys and girls also, are upon 
the streets of our city and in our 
square at an hour when they shohld 
be in bed and asleep. 

Because of this, the association 
opens its rooms until a reasonable 
hour in the evening, and while we 
urge our boys to patronize our “cosy 
corners,” and play our games, wc 
urge still further upon all parents 
and guardians of our boys the con- 
sideration of this all important ques- 
tion, “Where is my boy after dark?” 

Our boys have had several public 
social events during the year and 
twelve of the members of the Depart- 
ment went as delegates to the Boys’ 
Conference at Worcester in company 
with the General Secretary. 

To the Gymnasium and its classes 
our boys have been greatly attracted 
and here again the good work of 
this department shows out. 

The classes have been large, well 
attended and interesting and the re- 
sults very gratifying. 

Three athletic tests were held which 
served to hold and interest the boys 
and the healthy competition manifest 
for the first place was worthy of note. 
The successful contestants and cup 
winners were as follows: Mr. Wai- 
ter Forbush, Newton Centre. 1st 
prize; Mr. Chester Wilson, Water- 
town, 2nd; Mr. Harold Decker, New- 
ton, 3rd. 

The pleasant feature of last year’s 
work, known as our weekly educa- 
tional trips, have been resumed this 
year and the various places of inter- 
est in and about Boston have been 
visited and many more trips are now 
being arranged for the Saturday | 
mornings of the spring and summer. 

RELIGIOUS WORK DEPT. 

Over and above all these branches i 
of our Association work, is that of 
the Religious Work Department. This 
is what makes our institution a 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 
It stands for Christian character 
and maintains that only the best 
good has been accomplished and its 
highest duty discharged, when it 
has placed about its young men an 
environment of recognized religious 
worth and brought the individual 
face to face with the ideal of Christ- 
ian manhood, found in Christ and 
our pattern of manliness. 

The results of the work of this de- 
partment are by no means easy to 
estimate or rather possible to esti- 
mate. 

We might state to you that regular 
public men’s meetings have been 
held, with an average attendance of 
40. We might say that missionary 
work had been considered, and 4 meet- 
ings given up to its study. We might 
refer to the series of fire-side song 
services, the spzcial evangelistic 
meetings and the Bible class, all as 
means employed to help and stimu- 
ate our young men on to a higher 
life we might tell you of the number 
of personal interviews with young 
men, and with the parents of our 
boys, the calls on the sick at home 
and in the hospital, the letters of 
encouragement read and the advice 
given, but when it conies to naming 
the results of this department’s 
work, who can do this? 

We do know that some young men 
have been helped, we are sure that 
some of I he many addresses given 
have given inspiration to the falter- 
ing, for many have said so, but the 
great question of results is left in 
the hands of Him, whose record is 
kept above and which is true to the 
very smallest detail. 

We wish to make this official note 
of thanks to the many pastors and 
friends who have contributed their 
services as speakers at our various 
meetings, and to assure them their 
services have been appreciated. 

But while we are gathered here to 
rehearse the past, enjoy the present 
and discuss the future, let us pause 
just a moment to pay tribute to those 
| whose memory we cherish, but who 
themselves have gone to their heaven- 
ly home. 

We as young men here gathered 
tonight, who clay by day enjoy the 
privileges which our association home 
afford us. are indebted to many men, 
whose lives now ended, have con- 
tributed to the support of this insti- 
tution, and as one by one they go 
and new friends take their place 
we express our gratitude for tne new 
friends and pay tribute to the memory 
of those who have gone.

LATE IN MAY AND FIRST OF JUNE. 


The old saying, “the early bird 
catches the worm,” might be trans- 
posed and altered for the benefit of 
the sportsmen to read, “the early 
worm catches the trout.” This is 
quite true, but did you ever stop to 
think “ye devotees of angling,” that 
while the early catches of trout and 
salmon are usually large, that as far 
as quality is concerned, the best fish- 
ing commences later in the season 
during the latter part of May and the 
first of June. In April aud May the 
trout are very hungry, and the only 
forms of insect life that make their 
appearance within gulping distance 
of the speckled beauties are the each- 
die Hies. These little insects wrap 
themselves in twigs and leaves and 
the hungry laker or brooker devours 
the whole business, insect, raiment 
and all. This subsistence is not con- 
dusive for the sweetening of the fish- 
es’ flavor, and the taste of decayed 
vegetation is apt to be mistaken by 
the enthusiastic amateur for that 
gurney taste which the magazine man 
finds in everything which passes his 
palate in the Maine woods. The fish- 
erman can procure this same gamey 
taste in a slice of bacon providng the 
porker 19 not over careful in his diet. 

At any rate as the season advances, 
flies devoid of shelter and good fat 
angle worms together with an occa- 
sional grasshopper, are the deleca- 
cies which Messrs, trout, and salmon 
make their meals on, and it requires 
no connoisseur to find the difference 
in the sweet savor of the broiled 
brook swasher or the lake denizen of 
this season and the earlier catches.

Death o! salmon W. Wilder. 

The fmicrnl services of the late 
Salmon W. Wilder of Newton High- 
lands were held Saturday afternoon 
at the First Baptist church, Law- 
rence. Mr. Wilder was born Dec. 1, 
1823, at Cambridge, Vt., but was of 
an old Massachusetts family, being 
the son of Caleb and Louisa t Holton) 
Wilder of Ashburnham and Westmin- 
ster, MasB. He belonged to the Lan- 
caster branch of the family, being a 
great grandson of Judge Joseph Wild- 
er of Lancaster, and the seventh 
in desent from Thomas Wilder of 
Charlestown, who came to the Massa- 
chusetts Bay in 1638. His parents 
died when he was nine years of age, 
and he lived for a number of years 
in the family of the late Alvah. 
Crocker of Fitchburg, and learned 
to manufacture paper when the old 
fashioned hand method was em- 
ployed. In 1843 he built a paper mill 1 
at Westminster near Fitchburg, and 
was one of the first in this country 
to make use of the Fourdrinier 
Paper Machine, which revolutionized’ 
the process of making paper. He 
was thus one of the oldest paper 
manufacturers in the country, and 
for more than half a century had an 
active hand in the development of 
this industry. In later years he was 
proprietor of extensive mills at 
Lawrence, Mass., and elsewhere, 
but for a number of years had not 
been active in business. In 1865 he 
married Rose Eaton True, and their 
children are Edward T., S. W., Jr., 
Harold B., Mary Louise and Lowell 
B. Wilder, all of whom survive him.

There In nothing against woman suf- 
frage except the prejudice of hamnn 
nature. I grant that the Issue is rad- 
ical— all reforms necessarily are— but 
no causo In the political world bad 
moro reason for recognition than wo- 
man suffrage. Up to about fifty years 
ago higher education for women had 
the prejudice of the world against it— 
the classics would ruin her morals, phi- 
losophy would ruin her religion and 
mathematics would ruin her health, 
and In general a college education 
would take away her desire to be a 
good wife and mother; so to protect 
tier the colleges were closed against 
her. 

While the qualifications for Ameri- 
can su2>nge are taking some attention 
now because of certain constitutional 
action In the southern states, this ques- 
tion deserves the first consideration. 
Its importance and Justice Me over ev- 
ery other qnestlon pertaining to Amer- 
ican suffrage. You hear much talk 
about the Injustice to the Illiterate col- 
ored man, but what of the Injustice to 
the educated womanhood of America? 
You cannot point to a single instance 
where the right of ballot given to the 
colored man has lifted the morals of 
the community where It was exercised, 
but I defy you to show me a single In- 
stance where the right of suffrage to 
women did not lift the moral tone of 
the community where It was practiced, 
and woman suffrage has a history of 
practical working covering seventy 
years. I am not advocating a system 
to disfranchise men because they are 
colored or to give the right of suffrage 
to another class because they are wo- 
men, but intelligence should have rec- 
ognition, whether It lies In tlic brain of 
man or woman, white or colored, and 
anything short of this savors of super- 
stition and slavery. Ignorance of vot- 
ers has been the cause of much of our 
political crime. No one should be al- 
lowed to vote who cannot read and 
wjite, and In no election should any 
one, man or woman, holding property 
be debarred from casting 1 i5h ballot. 
By every law of Justice It would pass 
as an axiom that every taxpayer 
should have a voice In the expenditure 
of the tax money we pay. Argue as 
you may, any other conclusion Is un- 
just and Is bound by prejudice.

IS COEDUCATION BAD? 


Same Old Argument Alwwy* Ad- 
vanced Affnlnit Female ProgreM. 

Under the title of “A Man’s View of 
Coeducation” W. A. Curtis tn the Out- 
look makes tbe surprising assertion 
that the opposition of certain college 
boys to coeducation, however rudely It 
may manifest Itself, Is lu the Interests 
of women and is “an effort to save her 
from herself.” This recalls Tom 
Reed’s famous minority report in con- 
gress some years ago In favor of wo- 
man suffrage. The report said: 

"No one who listens to the reasons 
given by the superior clnss for the con- 
tinuance of any system of subjection 
can fall to be Impressed with the noble 
disinterestedness of mankind. Hence 
when It is proposed to give the women 
an opportunity to present their case to 
the various state legislatures to de- 
mand equality of political rights It is 
not surprising to find thut the reasons 
on which the continuance of the Infe- 
riority of women Is urged are drawn 
almost entirely from a tender consider- 
ation of their own good. The anxiety 
felt lest they should thereby deteriorate 
would be an honor to human nature 
were It not a historical fact that the 
same sweet solicitude has been put up 
as a barrier against every progress 
which women have made since civili- 
zation began." 

Mr. Curtis objects to coeducation on 
the ground that college women are 
"serving an apprenticeship for active 
life lu the world,” for “a life of active 
competition with the men," etc. But 
thiB Is an argument against women’s 
collegiate education In general not 
against coeducation. A woman may go 
out into the world and earn a living by 
teaching Latin, no matter whether Bhe 
studied Latlu at Bryn Mawr or at the 
University of Michigan. Is Mr. Curtis 
prepared to say that women Bhould be 
debarred from higher education alto- 
gether?

Matrimony Among Teacher*. 

The New York Institution for the dis- 
couragement of matrimony— the board 
of education— which some time ago de- 
creed thut no murrled woman could 
teach lu the public schools, has Just 
modified Its order. It will except those 
whoso husbands are mentally or phys- 
ically Incapacitated from earning a 
living— not that such women make bet- 
ter touchers, hut apparently because 
the schools are a branch of tho Associ- 
ated Charities. It also will admit those 
whose husbands have abandoned them 
for three years. Women who have 
been obliged to abandon worthless and 
abusive husbands need not apply. Tho 
only chuueo for u wife 1 h to muke homo 
so miserable that the husbuud will de- 
sert It and remain away three years. 
Then If he should return at any time 
tho must meet him with the broom- 
stick uud teakettle or lose her position 
In tho school.

Woman's Sphere says lu Now South 
Wales the womeu who have already 
enrolled us parliamentary electors out- 
number the uieu lu nearly ull the met- 
ropolitan districts und nearly upproueb 
them lu the majority of the country 
electorates. When wo remember that 
the men largely outnumber the womeu 
the equal or greater enrollment of the 
womeu ought certainly to couut as au 
argument for future womau suffrage 
legislation.

At the Churches. 


The lesson administered by the 
police and judge this week to reckless 
automobilists who endanger the pub- 
lic use of our well kept streets and 
boulevards, cannot fail to have a 
most salutory effect in the future. 

While the spectacular methods of 
Chief Tarbox do not meet with uni- 
versal approval, in this case they 
have the merit of receiving wide 
publicity, which will make chaffeurs 
much more careful when they are in 
Newton territory. 

There is much to be said in behalf 
of the automobile, in regard to th e 
speed at which it can be run with 
safety to the public and to itself. 
Fifteen miles an hour would seem to 
be the utmost limit at which these 
powerful machines should be pro- 
pelled through the public streets, and 
while experts might safely increase 
this figure, as a hard and fast rule 
it is none too high. 

On the other hand, the city receives 
considerable advertising from its good 
roads, and from the people who visit 
us on that account. This advertising 
serves to attract many who become 
desirable residents and there is plenty 
of room for more of the same class. 
If the automobile is to be a factor, in 
advertising the city in the future, and 
it is injudicious to predict otherwise, 
its reasonable use should be heartily 
encouraged. 

We understand that this is practi- 
cally the position takeu by Chief 
Tarbox in the matter, and that while 
reckless and fast driving will be 
effectively discouraged, he will not 
interfere with the rational use of our 
highways by motor vehicles. 


AutomDbllists Held Dp. 

The Newton police authorities 
watched the automobilists carefully 
Sunday afternoon and as a result a 
number of persons appeared in the 
Newton police court and answered to 
complaints charging them with ex- 
ceeding the ten miles an hour speed 
limit on the Commonwealth avenue 
boulevard. Chief Tarbox and his men 
did their work well and considerable 
fun was created by the proceedings, 
there being many funny incidents as 
the result of the police stopping or 
endeavoring to stop those who were 
going faster than the law allows. 

Of late numerous complaints have 
been made to Mayor Weeks about 
fast and reckless riding on the 
boulevard, and after a consultation 
with Chief Tarbox it was decided to 
put a stop to it. An eighth of a mile 
stretch between Cedar and Morton 
streets had been carefully measured 
off and two policemen provided with 
stop watches were stationed at one 
end, while at the other end a patrol- 
man walked unconcernedly along the 
sidewalk. Upon receiving the signal 
that an approaching auto was exceed- 
ing the speed limit he waved his 
hand to the three patrolmen stationed 
about fifty feet farther down the 
boulevard. These officers had a red 
flag and it wa^ their duty to stop 
the machines. 

To guard further against escape 
of any of those wanted Chief Tarbox, 
with an expert chauffeur, was on the 
scene with a light racing machine, 
conveniently hidden in the woods off 
a c^oss street and several autos, 
whose operators congratulated them- 
selves that they had succeeded in 
running the gauntlet were brought 
up with a round turn before they 
had gone many yards. Altogether 
seventeen machines were held up and 
as. many of them contained four per- 
sons about seventy-five names were 
secured. Most of those stopped took 
the proceedings good naturedly, al- 
though there were others who were 
far from pleased and used emphatic 
language. None, however, were 
locked up.

Entertaining Letter From 
Pacific Coast. 

Ex-Mayor Pickard Finds Much 
to Admire. 


The following interesting letter has 
recently been received from Hon. E. 
L. Pickard of Auburndale: 

I left Boston with wife and my 
daughter Jan. 6, for a trip to South- 
ern Cal., to see what sort of a cli- 
mate I could find for my wife that 
would be helpful and pleasant. We 
came from Chicago by the Sante Fc 
route and our friend, Samuel W. 
Manning, is agent in Boston and one 
of our wide awake citizens living in 
West Newton, and it was a most de- 
lightful trip, 2261 miles from Chicago 
until we landed in Pasadena the 
paradise of Southern Cal., a most 
delightful, place for a winter home. 
The service on the Sante Fe route is 
perfect, officials most obliging and 
the dining car and living was first 
class in every respect. It takes 2 % 
days from Chicago to Pasadena. That 
city is only of 15 or 16 years growth, 
but they now have some 14,000 in- 
habitants, a city government, streets 
finely laid out, drives good and in 
every direction, mountains right 
back of us 5 to 6000 feet high, one 
Mount Lowe, that has an inclined 
plane and electric road 5000 feet to 
Alpine Tavern and then by horse 
back riding 2 ^ miles to the 6300 
feet as high as our Mt. Washington, 
the view from it as far South 
as San Diego Mountains and over to 
Catalina Island, some 50 miles away. 
A trip to be remembered and one 
that most every tourist takes. The 
city has two large hotels, the Ray- 
mond, that has General Wentworth 
of Jackson, as its manager, and the 
Hotel Green, right at station of the 
Sante railroad, and both hotels will 
accommodate at least 500 each, and 
are full for months of February, 
March and April. There are other 
smaller hotels and many private 
boarding houses. 

Prof. C. C. Bragdon of Lasell 
Seminary, has a beautiful home and 
spends his winters there, was very 
kind to us all through and entertains 
nicely at his home. 

It was my good fortune to meet 
ex-Mayor H. E. Cobb, wife and 
daughters here, before they left for 
the Sandwich Islands, and we had 
some pleasant trips together. They 
spent two weeks at the Potter, the 
new elegant hotel at Santa Barbara 
and I went over and spent two days 
with them there. Many eastern 
people come there in the winter for 
a longer or shorter time. One of the 
rides about eight miles to Baldwin’s 
Ranch of some 84,000 acres, oranges, 
walnut and lemons and large grape 
orchards, and they make fine wines. 
He also has fine running and trotting 
horses, which we enjoyed seeing, one 
of them earned one year racing some 
§70,000, and a most gentle horse. It 
was worth a trip to see him. Further 
up the San Gabriel alley are other 
orchards. Redlands and Riverside 
cities of about 10,000 each. Orange 
groves most entirely. "Los Angeles 
is only 10 miles distant from Pasa- 
dena and steam cars, 10 or 12 times 
each day and a trolley service of 
every 5 or 10 minutes during the day. 
That city has now 125 to 150,000 
people and the great centre of 
Southern California, twenty miles 
from the sea, where steamers come. 
All the lumber used comes from the 
north, the Redwood and Puget 
Sound: the Oregon pine, something 
like our northern spruce. They have 
an elegant beach. Long Beach, only 
20 miles from Los Angeles, connect- 
ed by steam cars and trolley lines, 
a place of some 4,000. In summer 
many go there for July and August. 
General D. B. Henderson, ex-Speaker 
of the House of Representatives 
from Iowa, had a cottage there this 
summer and I spent an hour most 
pleasantly with him early this 
month. I went over to the Catalina 
Island some 27 miles from San Pedro, 
another ‘delightful spot and last days 
of April and first of May I spent 
three days fishing there. It was 
a little early for good fishing, June, 
July and August the best time for 
good fishing. I caught one Yellow 
tail weighing 15 pounds, which made 
me considerable fun for 20 minutes 
on the rod reel, had some 75 to 100 
ft. of line out. I also caught a Bora- 
ceda weighing 6 pounds and a num- 
ber of 2 to 3 pound Rock Sea Bass, 
nice eatiug. At one time in Pasa- 
dena we had 13 Auburndale people 
and I gave them a dinner at Hotel 
Maryland and including some of my 
family friends made 20, and we had 
a good time, talking over our lovely 
homes in Auburndale and also sing- 
ing praises of our winter home. 

We left Pasadena May 6, with re- 
gret, for we had passed a most 
agreeable winter there and came to 
Santa Barbara, where we spent six 
days. The Potter is an elegant hotel 
and is to be kept open the year 
round, and was very full during 
February, March and April, had as 
many as 650 there at times, now only 
125, but the rooms are engaged for 
July and August of 300. We left 
there May 12 for this delightful re- 
sort, 125 miles from Sail Francisco, 
on the Bay of Montery. The grounds 
cover some 2 to .300 acres, and the old 
oak trees are most magnificent. Two 
trees cover some 60 ft. square and are 
•■cry old. They have grounds for 
croquet, lawn tennis, a fine pond and 
a tine swimming tank, half mile away, 
where you can bathe and go into the 
ocean. They have in June and July 
some fine King Salmon fishing, cod 
and other kind*. Their water come* 
25 miles away from headwaters of 
Carmel River. A 17 mile drive 
through Montery is one of the great 
attractions by the sea, through the 
woods, along by the heaches. It is 
a quiet hotel, finely kept service and 
table very fine. We leave tomorrow 


for Santa Cruz and the big trees at 
Felton and through the Santa Crttez 
mountains to San Jose and San Fran- 
cisco. I am to stop there with friends 
until May 28. when we start home 
via Portland, Oregon, Tacoma, 
Seattle, Victoria, Vancouver, where 
we take the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road through fine mountain scenery 
to Minneapolis and then two days in 
Chicago, reaching home about June 
15. My wife has improved by the 
trip and I have been in good health. 
The President has had and is having 
a great reception in Cal., and is very 
popular here. He has the people 
with him and no combination can 
prevent his nomination or election, 
except hard times, and that Is not 
likely to occur this time.

The Hassachuselts Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union Appeals to the Pub- 
lic.

Temperance work was never more 
needed in Massachusetts than it is to- 
day nor was the State W. C. T. U. 
ever better equipped for carrying for- 
ward work along educational and con- 
structive lines. 

We need money that we may work 
with greater efficiency and we believe 
there is money in Massachusetts 
which should be in our treasury and 
which would be there if only its pos- 
sessors realized its possibilities in 
our hands. We appeal to all who are 
interested in Temperance work.

WHERE WOMEN VOTE 

— 

BENEFITS OF EQUAL SUFFRAGE IN 
WYOMING AND COLORADO. 

In Those States Better Cnndldnte* 
Are Selected, Methods of Election 
flare Been Perilled and Clvfo In- j 
telllgenee Baa Increased. 

In rending tho arguments of the va- | 
Wous people opposed to woman uuf- 
irnge I find they have dwindled down 
mainly to two,, which now constitute 
their stock In trade and which, like 
Edgar Poe’s raven, they quote "ever- 
more.” 

One nrgument Is that whore women 
vote the political conditions have not 
been Improved, and the other Is that 
women do not wish to vote. While nel- , 
ther of these so called arguments Is 
entitled to a feather’s weight even if 
it were true, it has been proved over 
and over again that both are with- 1 
out any foundation In fnct Like all 
previous predictions that have been 
made should women depart from time 
honored customs, it has been found to 
exist only In the imagination of would 
be cnl ami flats. 

Without stopping to Bhow the weak- 
ness of these nrguments let us consider 
the facts ns testified to by well kuown 
and prominent people who know 
whereof they speak. In Wyoming, 
where women have voted for thirty- 
four years, every governor, every chief 
justice, every legislator and every ; 
judge of the supremo court has testi- | 
fled that woman suffrage has not only 1 
been a benefit to the state, but to wo- j 
men themselves. 

Upon three different occasions the 1 
Wyoming legislature has taken time 
from the pressure of other business to 
pass resolutions declaring that woman 
Bnffmge has resulted In much good In 
the Btate and no harm. 

In 1800 the Colorado legislature 
adopted the following concurrent reso- 
lution: 

Whereas, Equal suffrage has been In 
operation In Colorado for five years, dur- 
ing which time women have exercised 
the privilege as generally as men, with . 
tha result that better candidates have , 
been Belected for office, methods of elec- ! 
tloo have been purified, the character of 
legislation Improved, civic Intelligence In- 
creased and womanhood developed to 
greater usefulness by political responsi- 
bility; therefore, be It 
Resolved, By the house of representa- 
tives, the senate concurring, that In view 
of these results the enfranchisement of 
women In every state and territory of 
the American Union Is hereby recom- 
mended as a measure tending to the ad- 
vancement of a higher and better social 
order. 

The Colorado Springs Gazette In 
commenting upon tbe failure of the 
Kansas legislature to grant presiden- 
tial suffrage to the women of their 
state the past winter says: 

"The people of Colorado have reason 
to feel that the Kansas legislators have 
made a mistake In this matter. Bo far 
as Colorado Is concerned, woman suf- 
l frage Is a success, and we believe it 
[ would be a success In any community 
j where it was given an intelligent trial. 

It 1 b something that is in accord with 
i the Bplrit of American Institutions, in- 
volving the principles of Justice, lib- 
erty, equality, self government and the 
dignity of womanhood. The successive 
defeats of equal suffrage at the hands 
of double dealing legislators will be 
only a temporary setback to a cause 
that has right bohlnd it, and the suc- 
cess of the experiment wherever tried 
must inevitably lend to Its ever In- 
creasing Indorsement by the people/’ 
The Leadvllle Democrat some time 
ago In an editorial said regarding the 
effect of woman suffrage: 

"From a mining caQ^p with a reputa- 
tion for bloodshed that extended to the 
oceans Leadvllle has become one of 
the most upright^ cities of the country, 
as free from violence and crime of any 
kind ns a New England village. This 
result has been brought about through 
the Influence of the good women of the 
community. They worked for the elec- 
tion of officials who could be trusted to 
enforce the laws and make the city 
and county a most undesirable place 
for lawbreakers and vagrants, and 
their moral influence throughout the 
years bus been most beneficial In this 
respect. They have evolved a city of 
homes and good government from a 
mining camp with a record.” 

For the last fifteen years the advo- 
cates of woman suffrage have bad a 
standing challeuge inviting their oppo- 
nents to find two respectable men who 
would assert over their own names 
and addresses that woman suffrage 
had hud any bad results whatever, and 
the opponents thus far have failed to 
respond. 

In regard to the assertion that wom- 
en do not want to vote, shall we accept 
the theories of people whose opinions 
are ho warped by prejudice that they 
caunot distinguish n fact when they 
see it or the unanimous testimony and 
official reports of those living where 
they con see for themselves and have 
the official figures of tho actual vote of 
the women? 

Judge Kingman of Wyoming several 
years ugo estimated that In Wyoming 
80 per cent of the men voted and U0 
per cent of the women. Tho late offi- 
cial report of the Wyoming secretary 
of Htute auys that ut the lust presiden- 
tial election 1)0 per cent of the women 
voted. Ex-Governor Steuncnberg of 
Iduho, In uu article In Hurper's Bazar, 
Buys that at tho last presidential elec- 
tion in that Htute tho women cast 50 
per cent of the total vote, and yet wom- 
en do not constitute 50 por cent of those 
entitled to vote. 

In 18U3 full suffrage was grunted to 
jlhe women of Colorado and *»t. the next 
election the women cast 52 per cent of 
the tutu I vote of Denver. 

A short time ago the Denver News 
lu un editorial called utteutlon to tho 
fact that the women showed no signs 
of getting tired of the bullut, and add- 
ed: "Their Interest In the euuipulgn 
lust full, with its furreueblug effects, 
was very noticeable. It wus remarked 
both by the voter* and the Judge* of

The girls came 
In huge feathered bats and yelled high 
pitched witticisms to the gangs of 
young hoollgnns whose one desire 
seemed to be to wreck the show. In- 
deed they contributed even more audi- 
bly to the entertainment than did tho 
performers, while the clergy who pa- 
trolled up and down seemed on excel- 
lent terms with everybody, but quite 
powerless to control a good part of tho 
audience. 

Somebody opened with a piano solo. 
Really people might have more sense 
than to choose a Chopin nocturne for 
Bueh au audience. The pianist was 
twice told to “go and get an organ.” 
There was a shout for some tune un- 
known to us, and after that the render- 
ing of Chopin was permanently drown- 
ed in general and stentorian conversa- 
tion. A girl with ambition to become 
a professional next sang, amid audible 
comments on the plainness of her 
frock, and she quitted the platform ln 
awful silence. Bertie and his cello 
had an even worse time. He was in- 
vited to “get his hnlr cut,” which was 
certainly a piece of timely advice, nnd 
at the first deep notes of his instru- 
ment there were anxious Inquiries if 
he was in pain. As this had a percep- 
tible effect on Irritable Bertie, there 
were genera^ffera to attend his funer- 
al and more advice to the effect not to 
take “that old geezer out with you 
when you go courting.” By this time 
the troupe were terrified, and the rec- 
tor had to mount the platform and re- 
quest some sort of order.— Outlook.
